Mock Air Attack On Lon- 
don Shows Need of 
Precautions 












London (CP)—Novel measures to 
-| counter-Ast the effect of deadly gas- 
! bombs dropped by acroplanes on Lon- 
‘don in possible future wars are being 
considered, but such cxpedicnts as are 
suggested would cost enormous sums 
and would provide only 2 small meas- 
ure of protection: against such a des- 
tructive force as could be launched. 
Judging vy the recent mock air at- 
tack that London experienced. 

Emergency supplies of gas masks fo- 
tvery man, woman and child would 
be one measure of safcty. Another 
would be the intsalJation at every air- 
inles cf f tne ordinary house of “seals” 
of chemical antidotes, which would 
render each house gas-proof. A third 
precaution is the training of special 
gas-squa-‘« ~men wearing gas proof 
clothing and masks and equipped with 
® spraying mechanism to lay and neu 
tralize gas clouds in the streets. 

And the provisions of “community” 
dugouts is suggested by subsidizing 
motor companies to build four and five 
story garages underground on the con 
dition thst these could be used as 
bomb-proof shelters in time of war, for 
large numbers of people. < 

The verdict on the.vlant mock at- 
tack causes many g.romy- predictions. 
it ts estimated that in actual warfare 

at least 500 tons of bombs would 
have ‘been successfully launched on 
the capital. Although some raiding 
formations suffered heavy losses from 
anti-aircraft fire and the defending 
fighters, more than half the “enemy” 
bombers evaded the defence.

world, the finer grade Ceylon 
-and Indian teas had practically 
driven the cheap’ China teas 
off the market. 
Ceylon Teas Little Known 
Mr. Larkin tried to interest 
Canadian grocers in fine Ceylon 
teas, feeling sure that Canada 
would follow England’s example 
if given the opportunity, but 
grocers bought very sparingly, 
generally using the Ccylons to 
mix with the Chinas'to improve 
the flavor of the cheap teas. 
‘The public had‘no real chance 
. to Jearn about these finer Ceylon 
teas and there seemed no way 
to get these superior teas into 
the homes. Tea was sold in 
bulk’ from open chests in the 
stores. , If a person asked for 
Ceylon tea, there was no_as- 
surance she would get it. Teas - 
looked much alike to the un- 
skilled eye and China teas could 
be readily sold for Ceylons. 
Mr. Larkin Finds His Idea 
- The idea of putting ‘fine- 
grade. Ceylon, teas in metal 
packages for resale to the con- 
sumer occurred to Mr: Larkin. 
The more he thought about it,’ 
the more enthusiastic he grew. 
Here was a way to put Ceylon 
tea on the market so that con- 
sumers would be certain of 
getting the genuine article.

Though sandy solls*are not usually 
deficient in lime they sometimes ‘lack 
this material and it may be necessary 
for maximum crop yields, to apply one 
to three tons:of ground limestone per 
acre. Difficulty in getting sweet clo- 
ver, alfalfa and red’ clover to. grow 
successfully usually indicates a_n¢ecd of 
lime. While manure \ts the ideal fertl 
lizer for sandy soll, in its absence or 
when only a small amount is avallabk 
.commercial fertilizers, if properly used 
in’ conjunction with the pjloughing 
under of clovers‘or other crops, will 
usually “give profitable returns. The 
choice of crops to be grown on this 
type of soil is also an important fac- 
tor. Corn, potatoes, turnips, field

Washington, Sept. 29—A blunt and 

rejection of the Franco-Bri- 
{sh naval agreement has been trans- 
mitted to London and Paris by the 
United States Government.
